Augusta 
Victoria, 
which 
took place in February, 1881, and 
“terminated just 40 years and two 
months later when she died an ex­ 
ile, from her beloved Potsdam. 
There are many who are able to 
see much in common between the 
« x-Emperor and his bride-to-be, de­ 
spite the difference in their ages; 
while back In 1881, when the whole 
German Empire was in festive at­ 
tire to celebrate the marriage of 
its heir apparent, even the most 
optimistic 
were compelled to ad­ 
mit that the two .oyal scions could 
not have been farther apart had 
they been of different worlds. 
Princess, Augusta was shy, trust- 
lul essentially feminine, a lover of 
her home, and “with no sympathy 
lur pomp and ceremony. For more 
than 12 years of her married life, 
she was a semi-invalid. 
The 
bridegroom, 
on 
the 
other 
hand, was already feverishly active 
and possessed of insatiable ambi­ 
tion. He loved display, never tired 
of arraying himself in gaudy uni­ 
forms, and was happy only when he 
could ,play a leading part before the 
whole world. These were the dif­ 
ferences that the world at large 
saw. Those who were intimate with 
either or both sof 
the 
principals, 
however, knew that the private or­ 
der of their lives was ever farth­ 
er from agreement. 
In matters pertaining to love and 
marriage, Prince William had his 
own ideas, which he lived up to 
with 
almost 
noisy 
scrupulousness. 
He believed, first and always, that 
a man, "whether he be exalted or 
not, should choose has wife as she

Intellectual 
strength or

Hickory is a nice little town some 
20 miles southwest of Ada on the 
Frisco railroad. Its population per­ 
haps does not exceed 500, but the 
village is a good business point lo- 
ca^ed in the prairie section. It is 
just across the line in Murray coun­ 
ty, but many Pontotoc county peo­ 
ple 
do 
their trading there. 
The 
town contains some eight or ten 
business concerns, some of 
them 
of a size that would do credit to a 
much larger place. Among these is 
a bank which serves the needs of 
that community. 
Of course agriculture is the chief 
industry of that vicinity, but sev­ 
eral large ranches are located in 
that section. 
The ordinary 
crops 
are raised and also a considerable 
quantity of fruit. Postmaster J. W. 
Foreman 
has a 
fine 
orchard 
in, 
which he grows several varieties of 
fruit and this year he realized more 
than 
$300 from the sale of his 
surplus fruit. 
I was told that cotton is averag­ 
ing abou a quarter of a bale to the 
acre 
this year, 
but owing to a 
heavy reduction of acreage there 
will be only 400 or 500 bales gin­ 
ned there. However, th is.is about 
four times the receipts of last year. 
Some Fine Hogs. 
O. L. Bynum, who 
conducts 
a 
mercantile business, is also one of 
the 
most 
successful 
Duroc-Jersey 
hog breeders in this part of Okla­ 
homa. He has about 175 of various 
ages on hand now and he has made 
ample provision for taking care of 
them. He began in a small way 
eight years ago and has gradually 
enlarged his business as the repu­ 
tation of his herd and the demand 
for pure bred stuff increased. The 
country owes a debt of gratitude to 
the pioneer breeders of pure bred 
live stock who have done much to 
take this part of Oklahoma out 
of 
the razor-back, 
longhorn* and 
broom tailed class where

was 
only a few years back. 
This year considerable attention 
has been given 
to 
hog 
raising 
around Hickory with the result that 
several cars have been shipped out 
already with more to follow. Being 
in the ranch section, of course a 
good many catle are also shipped.

masters of persons standing highest 
on the eligible lists established by I 
the I nited States Civil Service Com­ 
mission. 
The relative ability and capacity! 
cf veterans appointed to Federal 0f-l 
fice under the various preference 
laws is shown 
by the results 
of 
competitive examinations, the report 
state, to be far below that of other 
non-veterans on the eligible lists. 
The 
minimum

'eteians under the law's the League 
wishes repealed is five points less 
than for non-veterans. 
“A veteran who is worth his salt 
will want to stand on his own feet 
and not be dependent on special 
favors for his future existence,” the 
i port says.

Score Political Almointment 
Numerous 
scandals,

Republican politicians who have 
been indicted by Federal grand ju r­ 
ies for violations of the Volstead 
Act are listed in the report. Plac­ 
ing the vast corps of Federal agents 
ereplayed to enforce the act in the 
competitive 
classified service, 
the 
report asserts, is the ^ ‘first essen­ 
tial to adequate 
enforcement 
of 
the law’.” 
The Post Office Department is 
severely condemned by the report 
lor seeking the recommendations of 
Congressmen as to which of the 
three candidates passing Civil Ser­ 
vice examinations with the highest 
ratings shall be selected for post- 
mastershins in their districts. Under 
President Harding’s order modify­ 
ing the Wilson Order on presiden­ 
tial postmasters, which is character­ 
ized as a ‘‘distinct concession to 
the 
demands 
of 
Congress 
for * 
spoils, ’ any of the three highest 
may be selected. The practice of 
the Post Office Department In the 
administration of this order is said 
in the report to lead inevitably to 
political appointments. 
“I t is an unsuccessful absurdity 
to have competitive examination for 
the purpose of eliminating spoils 
and still admit the patronage sys­ 
tem by permitting Congressmen and 
local political^ t0 determine upon 
the selection of one »of the first 
three,’’ the report declares. 
During the Roosevelt administra­ 
tion the appointment was given to 
the first man on the eligible list in 
more than 90 per cent of the cases, 
the report states, whereas Investi­ 
gations of th© League have reveal­ 
ed that undei the Harding order the 
tirst man on the list for postmasters 
gets the p!-*ce in less than 44 per 
I cent of the cases. 


Criticism of 
the Civil 
Service 
Commission for allowing the appoint 
ment of politicians as postmasters 
is entirely unjustified, the report 
declares, since the Commission is 
powerless to prevent such appoint­ 
ments under the Harding 0rder. 
Since the passage 0f the C 
Service law, in 1883, it is stated, 
there has never been a more insis­ 
tent effort “on the part of unscru- 
plous public officials to overthrow 
the merit system” than has been 
made during the past year. 
The report 
recalls the 
Dover- 
Blair controversy, which resulted in 
the dismissal of Elmer Dover, the 
dismissals at the Bureau of Engrav­ 
ing and Printing, at Washington, 
and the statements of Attorney Gen­ 
eral Daugherty and other adminis­ 
tration officials attacking the Civil 
Service principle. 
“The final result of the drive 
made by unscrupulous spoilsmen,” 
the report continues, “has been to 
show that the people of the coun­ 
try will not tolerate any attempts 
to restore the spoils system in any 
of the positions to which it has 
been extended. We believe the pre­ 
sent Congress will be more aware 
to the popular feeling with respect 
t0 merit system and that spoils 
appointments under the present ad­ 
ministration 
have received a set­ 
back which will not soon be for­ 
gotten.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7. a sub­ 
stantial beginning of the active de- 
'elopnvent of vast mineral wealth, 
heretofore locked up in the public 
domain of the various western states 
but now liberated .under tho general 
leasing law, wa3 recorded by Dr. 
H. Foster Bain, director of the Bur- 
Mines, in his annual report 
submitted today to the Secretary 
of the Interior. 
Oil is the foremost product of 
these lands so far, but Dr. Bain 
said that when coal resources of the 
East start to give out, the gov­ 
ernment owned coal fields in the 
western states would be of primo im 
portance.

bonuses. In addition, at the end of 
the year $14,000 a month was being 
received by the government from 
natural gas leases on public lands 
in Wyoming. 
In the 
Rocky 
Mountain 
field 
alone, there were on government 
land 336 oil wells, of which 267 
were in the Salt Creek, Wy.o., field. 
A hundred other wells were being 
drilled- 
Under the terms of the -develop- 
and gas leases in 4 states and 7.- 
and gag leases in 4 sttaes and 7,- 
727 prospecting permits, on each 
of which drilling is required, in 
18 states and Alaska. 
The largest number of produc­ 
ing wells belonging to the govern­ 
ment is in the Salt Creek field, 
where the government holds title to 
nearly all the land. Such an im­ 
mense amount of crude peti\laum 
was produced that the capacity of 
the wells was far greater than the 
pipe line facilities to transport it. 
In Montana, also development pro 
ceeded rapidly and at the end of 


the fiscal year there were 57 pro­ 
ducing wells in the Cat Creek field 
and v drilling on government land 
in the newly discovered and promi­ 
sing 
Sunburst-Kelvin 
field. 
Last 
June a well near the center of the 
I Cat Creek field drilled into a sec­ 
ond and prolific oil sand and flowed 
‘ naturally at the daily rate of 2,000 
barrels. Another well came in at 
2,400 
barrels. 
By 
these develop­ 
ments this field became the third 
largest producer in the Rocky Mount 
ain region. 
These developments are exclusive 
to activity in naval petroleum re­ 
serves. Final adjudication was reach­ 
ed in outstanding contests on such 
oil lands, leases were granted and 
drilling arranged. A study made by 
the Bureau of Mines showed the 
government lands were losing reav- 
ily by drainage and that approxi­ 
mately 22,000,000 barrels had been 
lost. Of this, on the scale now in 
effect, the 
government’s 
royalty 
would have been worth $8,800,000. 
To prevent these losses, leases were 
given to drill on such lands where 
drainage occurred 
and the Navy 
Is receiving royalties in oil which 
i^ converted to fuel oil for naval 
vessels and shipped at such points 
as necessity warrants for time of 
emergency.
